The strii't enforcement of the cattlo 
inspfctit n laws, which he was mainly 
instruiufiital in Imving pa-saed. will, the 
fiecretiii y thinks. i>lacf our cattle on an 
e<mnl foiitiiiif with those shippecl from 
Canada. The secretary ia just as earn- 
est in lifting the restrictionn in (treat 
Britain an he waH in having; the (terman 
int*rdictii 111 a;,-;iin.--t A iniMican. pork re- 
moved. Th.; secretary, in an interview, 
told a WaBhinytou corre.-^iKinileut that 
the working of the new iiis;peetion law 
had already increased the price v( 
American cattle ifl^ t<-) .*l".t a ht^ad. 

"It wa.s done in thin way." he pai<l. 
"Formerl}' the cattle were loaded indis- 
criminately and were iM)orly care<l for 
on the trip. In couseipii iice the cargoea 
were often land> <l in a crippled and un- 
healthy condition. Tlie half-starved 
animals were Bubjected to the ten days' 
quarantine, which had the effect of 
further re<lucing them in weight, and 
the i)rice was consetpiently run down. 

•'The (Janadian cattle had the advan- 
tage not HO much in the loading and ship- 
ping, hut in their freedom from deten- 
tion on tlie other side. As it is now, a 
thorough insi>e<-tion has reduced the pos- 
sibility of disease to the mininnium. 
The cattle are not only examined can- 
fully, but in the loading of them the 
areatest care is taken tliat no injury he 
don© to tiiem. Tlie feeding of the ani- 
mals on the trip a<;ro88 the o<'ean is reg- 
ulated by law. and the reaolt is we can 
place our cattle on Brit|rillrium «pne- 
tically unblemished." 

"What stepd are being taken to in- 
duce iireHt tiritain to do away with her 
quarantine and allow oattlMSM tO hold 
or sell, as they desire?" 

•'There are no particolar ateps being 
taken" said the secretary. "Wlien we 
can show that nlenro-preumonia and 
other contagious diseases are absolutely 
prevented bv our .system of insiH-ction 
then w« will be ia a poaition to Mk the 
British govenUMBt to glTO OW OMtle 
free entrance." 

"How soon do joa OSpOOt tO OBAke 
such a showing?" 

"We coi^ld do so now, but we want 
to wait a ew months, when we can 
prove absolutely that our system is [ler- 
fect. The British are just a little back- 
ward in accepting our statements. 
Since the new regnlations have been put 
in force it was claimed that some pleuro- 
pneumonia hail found its way to Liver- 
pool. We have three exjHsrt veterin- 
arians stationed acroea the water to in- 
spect the Amorkin oaigow whin they 
arrive. 

"These iiispei'tors denied that there 
was any pleiiro-pneunionia. The British 
inspectors held that taere was. The 
matter was referred to the lioyal Agri- 
cultural society, and that eminent body 
decided that there was no contagion, 
thus sustaining the verdict of the Amer- 
ican inspectors. 1 do not know whether 
the qnarantine will be lifted or not, but 
we intend through Miniater Lincoln, at 
the court of St Jamm, to malw tho re- 
queat." 

'What advantage* h«ve i wl t od fiNiBi 

the new reg< lation ?" 

"Advantages," replied the secretary, 
"that every American cattle dealer will 
appreciate. When he loada a nice fat 
steer he can count on receiving |18 to 
|19 more for him than he did under the 
old ayatem. The care t%ken in loading 
the cattlo and the proper inapection of 
their feeding has reduced the death rate 
per cargo from 16 percent, to Iper cent., 
and it haa leaaened the coat of fnaurance 
from $10 to $2 per head. There, you see, 
it ia a great saving. The animal does 
not lose in flesh as formerly, and all 
these conditions assist in gaining price, 
such as 1 have indicated. Should the 
restriction that all cattle bokille<l ten 
days after landing be removed it would 
be still further to the advantage of the 
American shipper. 

"Canada has already seen the advant- 
age of an inspection system and I have 
received several letters from large Cana- 
dian shippers asking the privilege of 
ahipping through our ports. They can 
ahip through our ports if they like, but 
I cannot give their cargoes a certificate 
of inspection. The fact that our meats 
are free from disease is being appreciat- 
ed in England, and our beef is in greater 
demand than that from Canada." 

With absolutely free entry for our cat- 
tle in Great Britain and the interdiction 
removed from our pork in Germany and 
France, the futare of the American cat- 
ilo raiser, according to the secretary, is 
Torr bright. Several large shinnaata of 
pork have already been mad* froa Chi- 
cago to Gtaraa^rudl^^e^

COMMER CE WITH KU88IA. 

Kerosene Oil Shipped from the IJnltr<l 
State* Into the Csar's Conn try. 

San Franciscx). Sept. 19.— A letter 
from Calcutta just received states that 
in one important branch of commeroe 
with Russia it is likely to become a 
fomiidablo competitor with America. 
This reters to the export of kerosene oil. 
India has become a very large consumer 
of this nrodnct, and aa little oil haa been 
ftmnd in the east the home product 
amounta to absolutely nothing. Occa 
sional discoveries have been made with 
promiaing results. Bnrmah is said to 
M rich in oil, but tlie field has never 
been developed, and is not likely to even 
damage eitlier Russian or American 
trade. But two good oil wells have 
been reported in India. 

Imports of kerosene oil in Russia are 
now in excess of those from the United 
States. In the tliree months of the cur- 
rent official year the total imports from 
America were 0,600,688 gallons, and 
from Russia, 7,OM,S80 gallons. Special 
facilities have been created in Calcutta 
for this trade, and it has developed i 
idly. The market there is almost ..- 
tirely run out of California cai :»d 
fruits. Pears and peaches are not avail- 
able, and there is no reason why more 
liberal supplies should not l>e sent for- 
ward from California. Fruit is so diffi- 
cult togetlali^tlMtitisiBgtMitds* 
mand. and thO ffvltS iB thlB tn TWy ■0' 
ceptalil-'.

1!».— Colonel Fred- 
erick A. Conkling, aged about seventy- 
five years, brotiier of the late Roscod 
Conkling, died at his residence, 2" East 
Tenth street, at 4 o'clock yesterday af- 
ternoon. His death was unexpecte<l 
althongti he had been unwell for some 
time. A cancer of the stomach was the 
cause of his death. Colonel Conkling 
served in both houses of the state legis- 
lature as a Reimblican. but during the

OKLAHOMA FOB SETTLERS. 



Thn KHuttrn Part of the Territory Will

by III- in.ii»ne— VsnMkf WhtohnOaa 

He Obtained. 

WAsmiOTON. Sept. presi- 
dent yesterday issued a proclamation 
opening the eastern part of the territory 
of < )klahoma to public settlement at 
noon. r)r after, on Tuesday, Sept. 22. 
The paper is a long document and re- 
cites the difft r.-nt treaties with the In- 
dians of the Indian Territx^)ry who ceded 
their lands to the United States. The 
agreenwat witti tho tM aad Tat In- 
dians, provides that the section of land 
now set apart near their agency for 
school and f.irm piuposi s shall not Iw 
subject either to allotment or home- 
stead mttj. « 

Fiwvteto' o mt the AgreoMMat. 
The asTsnasat irtlh ttM Iowa tribo of 
Indians on tholowaiwenratioa provides 
that every membsT ol ths tribe shall 
have an allotment of eighty acres of 
ui.on the rssarratlon, and that a 



land 



triict of land not siosedlag ten aorie, in 
eluding the ehorali aad school house 
and gr.ivt-yard near the Iowa village 
shall belong to these ladians in common, 
and further that the ohisfof the lowas 
may select tse aeies additional for use 
as a reservation. 

The citisen band of Pottawstomie In- 
dians ceded all its lands to the govern- 
ment : provided that in all allotments to 
be ma<ie hereafter no person shall have 
the right t* select land in any congres- 
sional township of sections sixteen and 
thirty-six; nor any land set apart for 
schools, school-fann or religions pur- 
poses. 

The agreement with the absentee 
Shawnee Indians includes all their land 
excepting those in sections sixteen and 
thirty-six in any congressional town- 
ships and reserves the land set apart for 
schools, school -farm and religious pur- 
poses. 

The proclamation sets forth that each 
settler on Umds shall, before making a 
final proof and receiving a certificate of 
entry par to the United States, in addi- 
tion to the feee, and within five years 
from the date of original entry, receive 
|1.5U per acre, one-half of which shall 
be paid within two years; but the rights 
of honorably discharged Union soldiers 
and sailors shall not oe abridged e.xcept- 
ing as to the sum to be paid and all the 
lands in Oklahoma, the proclama- 
tion cites, are declared to be agricultur- 
al lands and proof of their nou-miueral 
character shall not be reauired as a con- 
dition precedent to final entry. Each 
entr>' shall be in square form as nearly 
as practicable. The proclamation gives 
notice that until the lands are oi^ened 
to settlement no person shall be permit- 
ted to enter upon and occupy them, and 
no person violating the law shall be jwr- 
mitted to enter any of the lands or ac - 
quire any rights. 

The proclaioation then technically de- 
scribas tlM laaa opsasd to settiemeat.

Sr. Jrimi, Mo., Sept. 17.— My last let- 
ter pavo forecasts of tlie storm wave (hie 
to cross the continent from iSeptember 
14th to ISih, and the remain^r of the 

month will cnntjiin much irre)rnlar 
weatiier, ninnin;; to extremes. Two 
atorm waves will cross the continent, the 
first leaving' the Pacific ooaat about 
Sej>temher l!»tli. 

Tropical hurricanes may be e.xpectetl 
on the Uulf of Mexico and the Atlantic 
at any time, accompanied by killing 
frosts on the lontinent. I expect very 
destructive frosts not far from October 
8rd, which will about put an end' to the 
growth of the cotton and otlier tender 
plants north of latitude 30°. I have all 
the time advised planters and farmers 
not to sell flicir cotton and corn at nn- 
reas()nal)ly low prices, us 1 have believed 
that unfavorable weather in September 
andfb'tohcr wnnld reduce pn)diicts he- 
low the estimates. The corn and cotton 
crops should, as fur as possible, be secur- 
ed before October 10th, for continnously 
bad weather may he expectetl ufter Ihut 
date, and both corn and cotton exposed 
to the weather will be in great danger of 
injury from the weather. October will 
be a very remarkable month for great 
gtorma and extremes of weather.
